CURRENT SITUATION:

Nationally, initial attack activity was light with 80 fires reported. One new large fire was reported
and contained in the Rocky Mountain Area. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in
Arizona, Nebraska, and Texas.

ALASKA AREA INCIDENTS / LARGE FIRES:

TRACY AVENUE, Kenai-Kodiak Area Forestry, Alaska Division of Forestry. A Type 2 Incident
Management Team (Kurth) is assigned. This fire is nine miles northeast of Homer, AK in timber,
slash and grass understory. Fire behavior is limited to isolated torching, smoldering and interior
pockets of downed timber.
